McGovern's bill would tax 
“ excess” profits at an 85 per 
cent rate. The determination 
of what was “ excess” would 
be made by comparing a 
firm's profits with what it

based on invested capital. 
Sponsors of the measure 
estimated the tax would pro­ 
duce from $9.5 to S10 billion a 
year, the same revenue the 
government expects from the 
income tax surcharge.

It’s a league with so me mighty to ugh rules. The may o r 
can v eto an o rdinance but it takes o nly a simple majo rity 
o f the City Co uncil to o v erride that v eto . That means just 
fo ur v o tes and that is no t alway s to o hard to muster, 
particularly when the issue has already been co nsidered 
and affirmativ ely decided by the co uncil. 


★ 
Of as much importance as anything on the Mondav 
program was a proposal from County Commissioner William 
Grossman to use the old Lincoln General Hospital for a 
county care home. His idea is one that is lik ely to give 
the city a few sleepless nights. 
Grossman is in the enviable position of having everyone 
against him except the people. The average citizen seems 
convinced that the old hospital ought to be converted into 
a care home. Incidentally, they use the term s “ care home’’ 
and “ nursing home’’ interchangeably when they are two 
quite different things. 
A nursing home is a much higher level of operation 
than a care home. The former is for people who need 
considerable attention while the latter covers those who 
are pretty well independent but simply need a place to 
live. 
The v ital need to day is fo r nursing ho me space, ( are 
ho me beds wo uld be o f so me help but with that alo ne, 
the co unty wo uld still hav e a lo t o f pro blems and wo uld 
still be lo o king fo r nursing ho me beds, which it might 
well pro v ide thro ugh an additio n to its present co nv alescent 
ho me near o ld Linco ln General. 
★ 
Grossman has a contractor who will remodel the old 
hospital, partly for a care home operation and partly for 
an undisclosed use of his own choosing. But the deal calls 
for a free lease to the contractor of the old hospital who. 
in turn, would lease the care home facilities free to the 
count V. 
Thus, the thing all boils down lo the county’s getting 
free care home facilities, something the average citizen 
is lik clv to look at as a pretty good deal. He always thought 
the hospital would m ak e a good home and now that it 
can be provided free of cost, he is more convinced than 
ever. 
It m ay be a good deal, too, but it w» ill require a lot 
of look ing by the City Council and the administration of 
the hospital. Quite frank ly, we believe the hospital would 
m uch prefer to have the area for use as additional park ing 
space. 
Bey o nd that, the city will hav e to determine if the 
deal o ffered by the co ntracto r is as go o d as it lo o ks o n 
the surface. The pro perty in questio n do es represent an 
asset to the ho spital and sho uld no t be dispo sed o f fo r 
a lo ng perio d o f time fo r a price that wo uld represent 
a po o r return fo r the o wners. 
★ 
To remodel the newer part of the old hospital would 
cost the contractor an estim ated $320,000. That, then, can 
be figured as the price the contractor is paying for the 
property, part of which he would use for his own benefit. 
Presum ably, the contractor would have a long-term lease 
on the old hospital building and land, not ownership of it. 
What the city faces is a determination of just what 
use the new Lincoln General would mak e of the property 
if it is not concerted to outside uses. This need, then, 
would have lo be weighed against value received from 
the property and its need as a care home. 
The co unty , it seem s, wo uld want to make v ery sure 
that new care ho me facilities wo uld satisfy the demand 
it has fo r ho using o f the elderly . In the who le deal, o f 
co urse, the city and Linco ln General face the pro spect o f 
giv ing so mething o f co nsiderable v alue to the co unty and 
we are no t so sure the two wo uld be that big-hearted.

We commend Gov. Tiemann for vetoing 
Omaha Sen. Clifton Batchelder’s LB9 25, 
passed by the Legislature on a 33-8 vote 
Monday, which authorizes citizens to use 
“ any 
means 
neces.sary’’ 
in 
defending 
themselves from felonious attack . 
The bill removes from a person legal 
jeopardy — i: gives him a legal defense 
— tor protecting by any means necessary, 
including k illing, him.self. his family or his 
real or personal property, or when coming 
to the aid of another who is in imminent 
danger of or the 
victim of a heinous 
crime. 
Whereas Batchelder says the bill is in­ 
tended to “ give people the gumption to 
stand up and defend themselves.” and that 
it removes any doubt that citizens are 
arm ed with the right of self-defense: and 
while Sen. Terry Carpenter talk s blandly 
about how it might not be so bad to shoot 
a few crook s, we agree with Sen. Richard 
Proud that the bill could be “ an invitation 
to m urder.” 


.As interpreted by some people who 
have very strong notions about the concept 
of law and order, it could mean you could 
shoot someone for k ick ing the tires on your 
car. It would give some people an excuse 
to shoot whenever they thought there was 
imminent danger of a crime being com­ 
mitted. 
.Much 
more 
preferable 
was 
Proud’s 
proposal to authorize only the use of “ any 
reasonable m eans” neces.sary to protect 
person or property. That amendment was 
defeated on a 16-24 vote. 
Law-enforcement 
officials 
apparently 
feel that B atchelder’s bill would not be 
abused by citizens and we are riding the 
hightide in favor of law-and-order m easures 
at 
present. 
.A 
great 
many 
people 
un­ 
doubtedly feel the law would help stop 
violent crimes, so it was probably a politi­ 
cally unpopular act for the 
g o v e r n o r 
to veto the bill. We are thank ful he look ed 
wiser and longer interest and vetoed a bad 
law passed by the Legislature.

The House, at least temporarily, has 
settled 
on 
a 
$20,(X)0 
limit 
on 
federal 
payments to any one farm er for recom ­ 
mended 
land 
retirem ent practices. 
The 
move m ay have some popular appeal but 
that is about all that can be said for it 
.A lot has been m ade of the big farm er, 
mostly in the South and Southwest, who 
gets a $1 million land-retirement payment 
from the government. But the point is that 
this farm er, for his payment, is tak ing 
thousands of acres of land out of produc­ 
tion. 
If he is not paid for land retirement, 
he will not join the program and will return 
his land *.o whatever most profitable use 
he can mak e of it. In some cases, this 
will be former cotton farm ers who will 
plant their land to soybeans, corn, wheat 
or other feed grains that will compete in 
the m ark et place for N ebrask a crops. 


If enough big land-holders put enough 
of their land back into production, the price 
of feed grains and other farm products 
m ay tak e a big dip downward. If they 
do. the government w'ould be stuck with 
its loan and support price for all the crops 
grown in compliance with acreage allot­ 
ments. 
Thus, 
the limitation on 
size of 
payments could cost the government much 
more than it will save. 
It might not happen that way, of course. 
The farm er who finds he is losing his land- 
retirem ent payments may see that he can­ 
not economically produce anything on the 
land. But this is not the usual pattern of 
things. The usual pattern is to m ak e un­ 
productive land productive and we suspect 
that is exactly what will be done 
by the 
farm er who loses his retirement 
so, that will m ean the effective 
the farm program.

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Retiring Lobbyist Says Job 
Is Harder With Unicameral 


Faculty Senate Sets Up 
Council On Student Life

Nebraska’s non-partisan Unicameral is 
more difficult terrain for a lobbyist than 
a partisan two-house Legislature, according 
to one man who should know-. 


Frank Wolf, special assistant to the 


general manager of Omaha Public Power 
District, is stepping down this week after 
serving as the utility’s legislative lobbyist 
since I93.‘L 


In that span of more than three decades. 
Wolf has lobbed in two sessions of the old 
bicameral partisan legislature and in every 
session of the Unicameral. 
“ You have to deal with more people” 
under the present system, Wolf noted. 


Cites Old-Time Bosses 


Under the partisan system, "you would 
always work through the party bosses, and 
then follow' up on some senators who didn't 
go along with party leadership.” 


Now, Wolf said, with no party machinery 


to work through, a lobbyist must contact 
all 49 senators and convince at least 25 
of them. 


“ They’re on their own,” he pointed out. 
“ They think for themselves. I think it’s a 
much better system, although it may be 
harder work for the lobbyists.” 


Quality Lots Better 
Wolf said the general quality of legislators 
has improved considerably in the past three 
decades. 
“ There were always some outstanding 
senators 
in 
each 
past 
session, 
b u t 
percentage-wise the quality has improved,” 
lie said. 


“ These are very high class people. 


They’re reasonable. They’re hard-working. 
They have many more problems than they 
ever did. and many more demands that cost 
more inonev.” 


Lobbying has been ‘ ‘ .so m e t i m e s 
frustrating, but generally very pleasant,” 
Wolf said. “ This has been an interesting 
part of my life. It has given me a liberal 
education 
in 
the 
law 
and 
in 
human 
psychology.” 


Won’t Miss Hotel Living 
The part Wolf won’t miss so much is 
living in a hotel for most of every legislative 
year, 
lie 
has 
returned 
to 
Omaha 
on 
weekends, but stayed overnight in Lincoln 
on weekdays. 
What are 
the 
most useful lobbying 
techniques? 


"I think first of all you’ve got to sell 


yourself to the members, then sell your 
organization,” Wolf said. “ To do that, you 
have to know your organization. 


“ And always you must deal openly and 
above board.” 
Lobbyists self-police their own mem­ 
bership, Wolf said, although there has been 
little need for policing during the past 20 
years. 


No Shady Deals 


“ I think it has got to be one of the 
cleanest operations in the country,” he said. 
“ There just aren’t any under-the-table deals. 
We see that there aren’t.” 
Lobbyists, he suggested, are not "guys 
with horns who have greenbacks sticking 
out of their pockets. They provide a service 
to the members of the Legislature by giving 
them information. 


"Taking 
a 
senator to 
dinner 
is 
a 


courtesy, and a method of getting better 
acquainted,” Wolf said. "You can’t buy a 
vote with a dinner. There needn’t be any 
worry about that.” 


Wolf, who has worked for OPPD for 
more than 45 years, hopes to engage in 
some leisurely traveling with his wife after 
his retirement on June 1.
